Algerian  Question  Builds  U.N.  Crisis 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y., 
Dec.  5.(UPI) — Pressure  built  up 
in  the  United  Nations  today  to 
postpone  any  strong  action  to 
end  the  Algerian  war  at  least 
until  the  New  Year. 

In  the  face  of  a concerted  at- 
tempt by  representatives  of  Al- 
gerian rebels  to  get  an  immedi- 
ate demand  for  a U.  N.  super- 
vised vote  on  self-determination. 
Western  friends  of  France  were 
urging  caution. 

THEY  POI.VTED  out  that  the 
15th  General  Assembly  will  have 
to  convene  again  early  next  year 
to  finish  other  business  and  by 
that  time  DeGaulle  would  have 
been  able  to  start  his  program 
to  make  Algeria  a semi-indepen- 
dent  republic. 

The  explosive  annual  debate 
on  Algeria  was  scheduled  to  be- 
gin this  afternoon  in  the  main 
political  committee.  A 13-mem- 
ber Algerian  subcommittee  of 
the  46-nation  Afro-Asian  group 
was  meeting  before  that  to  de- 
cide what  course  to  take. 

A STORMY  session  of  the  Se- 
curity Council  broke  up  early 
Sunday  morning  after  the  Soviet 
Union  vetoed  an  application  for 
United  Nations  membership 
from  newly-independent  Mouri- 
tania — a former  French  colony. 

Soviet  Ambassador  Valerian 
A.  Zorin  cast  the  veto  after  the 
council  had  rejected  his  surprise 
move  for  a U.  N.  seat  for  (Duter 
Mongolia,  a Soviet  satellite.  He 
portrayed  himself  in  the  role  of 
champion  for  Morocco  which 
claims  Mauritania  as  its  own 
territory. 

THE  ASSEMBLY’  itself  sched- 
uled a morning  meeting  to  con- 
tinue the  desultory  debate  on 
Russia’s  demand  for  immediate 
freedom  for  the  world’s  remain- 
ing colonies.  Both  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion and  the  United  States  are 
expected  to  speak  on  the  issue 
this  week. 

The  Assembly  also  planned  this 
morning  to  elect  a successor  to 
Auguste  Liadt  of  Switzerland  as 
U.  N.  High  Commissioner  for 
refugees.  Secretary  General  Dag 
Hammarskjold  nominated  Felix 
Schnyder,  a Swiss  observer  to 
the  United  Nations.  Lindt  is  to 


become  Swiss  ambassador  to 
Washington. 

ALGERI.YN  rebels  have  been 
working  for  weeks  at  the  United 
Nations  trying  to  drum  up  sup- 
port for  a “strong”  resolution 
this  year.  They  have  gained  con- 
siderable support. 

But  many  other  delegations 
were  reluctant  to  take  action 
now  until  they  find  out  what 
happens  to  the  program  De- 
Gaulle  will  put  before  the 
French  and  Algerian  voters  in 
January. 

LAST  YEAR  an  Afro-Asian 
resolution  calling  for  French-Al- 
gerian  talks  on  self-determina- 
tion for  Algeria,  including  con- 
ditions for  a cease  fire,  fell  short 
of  a two-thirds  majority  in  the 
political  committee  and  was  not 


put  to  a vote  in  the  Assembly. 

A Pakistan  resolution  calling 
for  talks  “with  a view  to  arriv- 
ing at  a peaceful  solution  on  the 
basis  of  the  right  of  self-deter- 
mination” was  introduced  di- 
rectly in  the  General  Assembly. 

THIS  W.AS  considered  milder 
than  the  Afro-Asian  version  but 
it  fell  short  of  the  two-thirds 
majority  too,  getting  a vote  of 
39-22. 

France  is  expected  to  take  no 
part  in  the  debate  on  Algeria. 
Paris  regards  Algeria  as  an  in- 
tegral part  of  metropolitan 
France — the  same  as  Alaska  or 
Hawaii  is  part  of  the  United 
States — and  look  on  any  U.  N. 
action  as  interefrence  in  a dom- 
estic matter. 


Government  Expels  50 
To  Check  Cuban  Control 

CARACAS.  Dec.  5 (UPD— The  government  has  expell- 
ed 10  Cubans  from  Venezuela  and  40  others  in  an  effort  to 
determine  whether  Fidel  Castro's  Cuban  regime  fostered 
last  week's  bloody  riots. 

The  government  has  declined  comment  so  far  on  the 
U.S.  charge  that  Castroites  supplied  money  and  arms  to  com- 
munist-led student  rioters  who  sought  to  overthrow  Presi- 
dent Romulo  Betancourt.  , . , , 

THE  LAST  POCKET  of  major  resistance,  a half-finished 
university  building  where  about  1,000  red-led  students  holed 
up  for  a “Stalingrad”  siege,  gave  up  Friday  ending  a wild 
week  during  which  at  least  15  persons  were  killed,  more  than 
200  wounded  and  more  than  400  arrested. 

Well-informed  sources  said  the  government  would  make 
no  charge  against  the  Castro  Regime  unless  it  could  find 
undisputable  proof  of  its  participation  in  the  “conspiracy, 
NO  .ANNOUNCEMENT  was  expected  from  the  foreign 
ministry  until  police  and  examining  magistrates  complete 
their  interrogation  of  the  rioters. 

A high  official  said  the  Cubans  who  were  expelled  were 
“close  to  the  Castro  regime,”  but  added  that  the  government 
has  no  proof  so  far  that  they  gave  money  or  arms  to  the 
rioters.  „ , 

THE  WIFE  of  Cuban  charge  daggaires  Guillermo  L. 
Antich  left  for  Cuba  Saturday  without  explanation.  Their 
departure  was  regarded  as  a reflection  of  a steady  deterior- 
ation in  relations  between  Venezuela  and  Castro's  Cuba. 

Half  a dozen  leaders  of  the  Leftwing  MIR  party  were 
arrested  over  the  weekend. 


Fights  Shake 
Government 
Of  Congo 

LEOPOLDVILLE.  The  Con- 
go, D^.  5 (UPI) — An  upsurge 
of  violence  and  anarchy 
threatened  today  to  plunge 
the  Congo  back  into  the  chaos 
that  engulfed  it  shortly  after 
it  gained  independence  hve 
months  ago. 

United  Nations  troops  were 
trying  to  end  a bloody  battle 
between  Congolese  soldiers  and 
civilian  supporters  of  Patrice  Lu- 
mumba in  Kikwit.  250  miles 
southeast  of  Leopoldville.  Re- 
ports reaching  here  said  two 
days  of  fighting  had  taken  13 
lives. 

IN  STANLEYVILLE,  to  the 
north.  Leftist  Bernard  Salumu 
emerged  as  a new  local  dictator 
and  announced  the  big  eastern 
province  was  “seceding.”  He 
sealed  off  the  frontiers  of  the 
province  and  held  1,000  terror- 
ized Europeans  as  virtual  hos- 
tages. 

In  Katanga  province,  Baluba 
warriors  were  reported  massing 
for  an  attack  on  the  northern 
I provincial  town  of  Kabalo  as  the 
! time  limit  ran  out  on  their  ulti- 
I matum  for  all  Europeans  and 
: Katanaganese  troops  to  get  out. 

THE  ACTIONS  in  Kikwit  and 
Stanleyville  were  triggered  by 
the  arrest  of  Lumumba  by  the 
troops  of  Col.  Joseph  Mobutu, 
the  army  strongman  who  seized 
power  in  Leopoldville  Sept.  14. 

The  depos^  premier,  pom- 
meled and  kicked  by  his  exultant 
captors,  was  hustled  off  to  the 
army  barracks  at  Thysville  over 
the  weekend  to  await  trial  on 
chargee  that  probably  will 
amount  to  treason. 

LUMUIVIBA  was  reported  to 
have  found  temporary  refuge  in 
Kikwit  on  his  flight  from  Leo- 
poldville last  week.  The  shoot- 
ing was  re|>orted  to  have  started 
Friday  when  some  of  Mobutu’s 
paratroopers  marched  in  to  dis- 
arm the  population. 

Tom  Macaulay 
To  Play  Fool 
In  ‘King  Lear’ 

Tom  Macaulay,  cast  as  Lear’s 
Fool  in  the  Shakespearian  drama 
“King  Lear,”  will  serve  as  a cho- 
rus or  commentary  on  transpir- 
ing events  throughout  the  play 
and  at  times  mirror  the  thoughts 
of  the  tragic  king. 

Shakespeare  was  said  to  have 
included  the  Fool,  not  because  of 
custom,  but  because  the  Fool’s 
presence  afforded  a chance  at 
some  subtle  philosophizing. 
States  the  Fool  in  regard  to  his 
lot  as  court  jester: 

“He  that  has  a little  wit  . . . 
must  make  content  with  his  for- 
tune fit.” 

The  philosophies  embodied  in 
“King  Lear”  are  pagan  and  pess- 
imistic, implying  that  Man  is  in 
the  hands  of  a Fate  who  turns 
the  wheel  of  fortune  ruthlessly. 

Edgar,  son  of  Gloucester, 
spoke  thus,  reflecting  the  fatal- 
istic attitudes  of  the  day: 

“Men  just  endure  their  going 
hence,  even  as  their  coming  hith- 
er.” 

The  drama,  being  directed  by 
Lael  Woodbur>’,''will  be  present- 
ed Dec.  9 through  Dec.  12  in  the 
J.  S.  Auditorium.  Curtain  time  is 
8:15  p.m.

Indian  Lecturer  Gives 
President  Carved  Gift 


Brigham  Young  University 
has  another  “first,”  for  who 
could  better  lecture  on  Indian 
History  than  one  who  has  lived 
there? 

Dr.  C.  C.  Mathew,  prominent 
educator  from  Kerala,  India,  has 
recently  joined  the  Y staff  as 
a visiting  lecturer  in  history  of 
India  and  world  religions.  Ker- 
ala is  the  smallest  state  of  India 
and  is  located  near  the  south- 
western tip  of  the  Indian  sub- 
continent. 


KERALA  HAS  become  the  fo- 
cal point  of  Communist-inspired 
discord  and  unrest,  and  Dr. 
Mathews  has  made  a lot  of  use 
of  the  “Jatha”  in  getting  Com- 
munists out  of  public  offices. 

“Jatha,”  he  explains,  “is  a sort 
of  compromise  between  a dem- 
onstration and  a parade.” 

THERE  ARE  several  require- 
ments for  a successful  Jatha  but 
the  one  main  thing  is  that  it 


must  be  larger  and  more  inp 
pressive  than  the  rival’s. 

“The  participants  in  a Jatl 
should  have  placecards 
signs,  be  well  informed  so  th« 
can  ‘speak  out  their  desires’,  ar 
be  prepared  to  sing  songs.”  E ^ 
also  said  a Jatha  would  tall, 
more  enthusiasm  than  could  1 
mustered  in  the  U.  S.

Animals  Steal  the  Show . . . 

Grad  Turns  From  Math  to  Movies 


From  math  to  actor — that’s 
the  story  of  Oscar  Busch,  rug- 
ged-appearing, Calif.,  musician 
and  mathematics  teacher.  He 
graduated  from  Brigham  Young 
University  in  1930.  After  taking 
his  master’s  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oregon,  he  settled 
down  to  the  delicate  life  of 
a school  teacher.  Then,  last  year, 
the  siren  voice  of  Hollywood 
called. 

ACTING  AND  OUTDOOR  ex- 
perience aren’t  entirely  new  to 
him.  As  a youth  he  participated 
at  the  BYU  and  appeared  in 
several  operettas. 

He  has  always  enjoyed  it  and 
keeps  in  shape  by  hiking  and 
riding.  In  his  younger  days  he 
was  in  many  church  program.  He 
also  spent  several  years  as  a pro- 
fessional trapper  in  the  south- 
west. 

As  Jeff  Emery,  hunter,  fish- 
erman and  dog  raiser,  Busch 
stars  in  Walt  Disney’s  recent  pro- 
duction, “The  Hound  That 
Thought  He  Was  A Raccoon.’’ 

THE  ORIGINAL  STORY. 
“Weecha  The  Raccoon,’’  was 
written  by  Rutherford  Mont- 
gomery and  has  long  been  a pop- 
ular with  American  youths 
Montgomery,  a boyhood  friend, 
reriuested  Busch  for  ■ the  film 
part. 

As  adapted  for  the  screen  by 
Samuel  W.  Taylor,  it  tells  of 
Nubbin,  a hound  that  is  to  be 
drowned  as  the  runt  of  a litter,  I 
but  escapes  to  be  adopted  by  a 
mother  raccoon  which  has  lost 
one  of  her  offsprings. 

GROWING  UP  WITH  her 
foster  brothers  and  sisters,  the 


hound  learns  to  live  like  a rac-i 
coon. 

Eventually,  she  captured,  a-] 
long  with  one  of  her  raccoon 
brothers,  by  Busch,  alias  Jeff 
Emery,  who  takes  them  home. 
He  lives  to  regret  his  decision. 

In  her  new  home  Nubbin  con- 
tinues to  act  as  a raccoon  until 
increasing  age  and  some  hair 
singeing  experiences  cause  she 
and  her  adopted  brother  to  be- 
come natural  and  mortal  en- 
emies. 

BUSCH  W AS  RECOMMEND- 
ed  for  the  part  by  his  brother- 
in-law  Samuel  W.  Taylor,  writer 
of  the  screen  play.  Sam  also  at- 
tended BYU  and  wrote  a column 
for  the  “Y”  News.  Presently  he’s 
living  in  Redwood  City,  and  do- 
ing as  a freelance  writer. 

The  film  was  made  in  a wood- 
ed area  at  Felton,  near  Santa 
Cruz.  Busch  kept  busy  12  to 
18  hours  a day  building  sets  and 
doing  other  necessary  jobs  as 
well  as  acting. 

“THE  HOURS  W ERE  long  but 
the  eats  were  in  true  Hollywood 
style,’’  he  said. 

Busch,  a teacher  at  Acalances 
Union  High  School,  hails  the 
experience  as  one  of  the  busiest 
and  most  facihating  periods  of 
his  life.  However,  playing  a lone 
part  with  raccoons,  a pack  of 
hounds  and  a bunch  of  rabbits 
was  no  easy  matter. 

He  describes  one.scene  where, 
the  “raccoon  gets  loose,  turns 
the  rabbits  out  and  the  dogs 
start  after  the  rabbits.” 

“ANOTHER  SCENE  shows  a 
30  pound  raccooon  taking  on  an 
intricate  combination  of  events 
80  pound  dog.” 


Tlren  through  a logical  but 
intricate  combination  of  events 
the  coon  manages  to  set  the 
woodshop  on  fire.  Jeff  rushes 
to  the  rescue  but  the  fire  forces 
him  back  into  a spinning  grind- 
ing wheel. 

The  wheel  was  actually  turn- 
ing up  'RPM’s  and  the  fire  was 
for  real.  During  the  actual  film- 
ing things  got  out  of  hand. 

BUSCH  COMMENTED,  “In 
that  episode  I lost  a chunk  of 
my  back  and  got  good  and  singed 
in  front. 

“It  was  a great  experience,” 
he  amits,  but  refused  an  offer 
to  join  Disney  Films  in  future 
productions. 

“Nothing  doing.  I’ll  keep  right 
on  teaching,”  he  replied. 

When  asked  his  reasons  for  his 
action  he  stated  that  he  had  de- 
voted 30  years  of  his  life  to 
teaching  and  did  not  care  to 
learn  a new  oecupatiorj, 

MR.  BUSCH  quit  school  at  12 
and  entered  BYU  as  a probation 
student  without  a high  school 
diploma.  He  made  good  and 
graduated  .with  a music  major 
and  English  minor. 

He  taught  music  for  20  years 
before  switching  to  math,  arid 
still  has  his  own  string  quartet 
which  plays  in  the  LaFayette 
area.  He  plays  the  cello. 

MUSIC  IS  A young  man’s 
game,  “he  said,”  and  you  would 
be  suprised  how  many  math- 
ematics teachers  are  accomplish- 
ed musicians.  The  two  fields 
have  a lot  in  common,  such  as 
the  exact  rhythm  and  a need  for 
preciseness.”
